and that they arc following those 
regulations

Some time ago, a need was 
identified by Didsbury's Tour¬ 
ism and Economic Develop¬ 
ment Board (TEC Board) for a 
unified effort toward the im¬ 
provement ofDidsbury's down¬ 
town core This necessity was 
met through the formation of 
Didsbury's Business Revitali¬ 
zation Zone Board (BRZ 
Board) This board is made up 
of local business people who 
have an interest in the health of 
Didsbury's downtown A mis¬ 
sion statement was developed 
that embodied the goals of the 
BRZ Board This mission state¬ 
ment is "To enhance and pro¬ 
mote Didsbury's downtown". 
Through a senes of open houses 
and consultations, the BRZ 
Board established a five year 
plan for the enhancement of 
Didsbury's downtown 

Along with the TEC Board 
initiative to form the BRZ, they 
also undertook the steps neces¬ 


sary to become a "Mainstreet" 
community The full impact of 
this initiative is yet to be felt, but 
we can be sure that it will be 
positive The new Mainstreet 
co-ordinator, David Mohr, has 
already made his presence 
known by writing a weekly col¬ 
umn in this paper His new of¬ 
fice is at the Westerdale Build¬ 
ing 

At this time the primary fo¬ 
cus of the BRZ is to make physi¬ 
cal improvements to the down¬ 
town core Promotion is sec¬ 
ondary, with the BRZ commit¬ 
ting only to support two suc¬ 
cessful events already in place 
which are the Midnight and 
Moonlight Madness One of the 
first major projects will be to 
redo the sidewalks It was hoped 
that this would happen in 1995 
but due to some engineering 
concerns it was decided to wait 
until the spring of 1996 The 
other major physical changes 
will come in the gazebo area 
The objective is to make this 
area more functional and allow 


it to be a central focus of our 
downtown Street lamps, 
benches, trees, murals and cor¬ 
ner sidewalk flair outs will all 
serve to enhance the look of our 
downtown 

The BRZ is committed to 
keeping Didsbury as a viable 
shopping destination A place 
where local residents and those 
from the surrounding commu¬ 
nity will be proud to frequent 
and to bring their friends The 
opportunities are endless and 
growing As with anything of 
this magnitude, it is important 
to ensure that we are sensitive 
to the needs of the community 
The BRZ requires concerned 
business people as well as those 
who use the downtown to share 
their ideas in order for us to

Decision time 


The Didsbury 
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It is an unfortunate mar on the reputation of the United 
Nations that NATO is deciding whether or not to take military 
action in the former Yugoslavia, action the western world is 
demanding 

The U N is stuck in a potentially dangerous situation 
without sufficient arms or personnel to defend themselves, 
never mind the Bosnian people, whom seem to be the target 
of ethnic cleansing type solutions offered up by the Serbians 
This is simply because the U N lacks the political will 
Those who understand the concept of balance of power 
know how precariously world peace (for lack of a better term) 
exists without the east/west face off With the collapse of the 
USSR, we are left with the single might of the U S and 
international policy which appears more and more to depend 
strictly on the political will of the American government. 

For Canadians, this may not look so bad For Bosnians, 
who represent no significant military or economic strategic 
interest, the picture is bleak 

Unlike the Gulf War initiative, the Bosnians must rely on 
pleading their human rights case to the American public in the 
hopes of persuading them to urge their government to inter¬ 
vene There is no oil, no Communist threat and without it, 
without U S concern, the U N is basically hamstrung 
Unfortunately this is not the first time the U N has been 
lacking in its efforts to protect human rights The Timon know 
exactly how its feels to be insignificant in U S. interests They 
are paying for that insignificance with their lives 

What we are left with then is the question of whether or not 
the U N should continue with its presence in the former 
Yugoslavia and further, whether the U.N.'s very existence is 
worthy of its million dollar budget 

There is no question the Canadian and American people 
are willing to help end the genocide which seem apparent 
They have proven that willingness over and over since WWII 
What is needed now is some leadership, some direction of 
focus and someone to finally say - lead, follow or get out of the 
way

They pick and choose whatever 
consumer difficulty will sell, so not 
everyone is fairly represented 


bility falls into your lap as a con¬ 
sumer You must become very so¬ 
phisticated in your dealings. Be 
aware of what you are getting your¬ 
self into Before you buy - conduct 
research Visit your local library 
and investigate before you spend 
your money For exmple, if you are 
doing home renovations, ask to sec 
examples of the company's work 
Check the company's reputation by 
calling the Better Business Bureau 
and always get a second opinion on 
the work that's being done 

When you are seeking services 
through government organizations 
like Alberta Health, make sure you 
are aw are of w hat coverage you are 
entitled to. With recent deregula¬ 
tion in health care, a number of 
procedures are not covered and that 
means you have to pay. 

Finally, my best advice to you as 


a consumer is be persistent and don't 
take no for an answer Being well 
informed can save you not only 
money, but a lot of grief

How can I detect skin cancer 
early? The best way to detect skin 


people on areas of the body that 
have been exposed to the sun for a 
larger part of their lives and usually 
on the face, neck and hands Malig¬ 
nant melanoma accounts for one or 
two percent of all skin cancers and 
these are most likely to be fatal 
Melanoma appears earlier in life 
than other skin cancers and 
progresses rapidly. People who do 
not tan easily and have suffered 
severe and frequent sunburns dur¬ 
ing their childhood or throughout 
their lives are at increased risk Fair 
skm is more vulnerable because it 
contains very little pigment to de¬ 
crease the penetration of ultraviolet 
rays. Children are more vulnerable 
to the sun because a child's skin is 
thinner, more sensitive and there¬ 
fore less protected against UV rays. 
Infants arc particularly vulnerable 
Even a brief exposure, as little as 10 
to 15 minutes in the sun between 10 
a m and 3 p m , can result in serious 
burns All sunburns should be 
avoided. 

Protect yourself Most people 
can prevent skin cancer by simply 
not exposing themselves to the sun 
and to UV lamps. You don't need a 
suntan to be healthy 

To avoid the harmful effects of 
ultraviolet rays: 

• Select shaded areas for outdoor 
activities 

• Wear a broad-brimmed hat, 
tightly woven clothing, a long- 
sleeved shirt, long pants and gloves 
when you have to spend long peri¬ 
ods in the sun 

• If you can't cover up, use a 


sunscreen lotion which has a Sun 
Protection Factor (SPF) of at least 
15. Make sure it has both UVA and 
UVI3 protection Re-apply it every 
two hours, as well as after swim¬ 
ming 

• Avoid tanning altogether, or at 
least avoid tanning for long periods, 
particularly between 10 a m. and 3 
pm. during the summer months 

• Avoid using sun lamps. 

• Be careful of medication. Cer¬ 
tain prescriptions such as tetracy¬ 
cline can make your skin more sen¬ 
sitive to U V rays Consult your doc¬ 
tor if you have any questions about 
your medication. 

• Protect your eyes as well as 
your skin from ultraviolet damage 
Wear sunglasses that filter out UV 
rays. Some sunglasses have labels 
stating the degree of UV protection 
they provide 

You can protect your children 
by following these simply precau¬ 
tions: 

• Don't let infants or young chil¬ 
dren play or sleep in the sun in a 
playpen, carriage, stroller, etc 

• Don't let young children stay in 
the sun for long periods, even when 
wearing a sunscreen. 

• If your children have to stay 
outdoors for a long period, make 
sure they wear protective clothing, 
including a hat and sunglasses. 

• Get your children used to wear¬ 
ing sunscreen lotion, paying par¬ 
ticular attention to the most exposed 
parts—the face, neck, shoulders, 
back, knees and tops of feet. 

• Provide teenagers with sun-

• Any abnormally dark or

• Any bleeding, crusting, or 
change in the color, size or shape of

People, in general, love to be 
outdoors and can't wait for summer 
However, exposure to ultraviolet 
(U V) rays in sunlight can have many 
adverse effects including skin can¬ 
cer and premature aging Overex¬ 
posure to sunlight can also cause 
both short and long term damage to 
our eyes. 

The skin is the largest organ in 
our body and is essential for our 
protection and survival. However, 
the skin’s ability to protect does 
have limits and sunbathing can be 
very dangerous. 

What is ultraviolet light? Rays 
from the sun come in waves of dif¬ 
ferent lengths called electromag¬ 
netic radiation. Ultraviolet light is 
made up of those basic wavelengths. 
The UVC range contains the short¬ 
est wavelengths and does not reach 
the earth's surface The UVB rays 
are the medium wavelengths They 
are responsible for delayed tanning, 
burning and aging the skm and they 
may cause cancer 

UVA contains the longest wave¬ 
length rays and causes immediate 
tanning, aging and wrinkling of the 
skin UVA is prevalent in tanning 
parlors 

Skin cancer is the most common 
type of cancer in Canada. This year 
more than 50,000 Canadians will 
develop skm cancer of which there 
are three main varieties: basal cell 
carcinoma, squamous cell carci¬ 
noma and malignant melanoma. 
Most skm cancers occur in white

when you get a more complete his¬ 
tory on a patient, you look at pre¬ 
vention and better disease manage¬ 
ment. Asthma is a perfect example. 
It’s really good with inhalers to 
review a person’s technique at least 
twice a year When you’re doing 
something all the time, you can slide 
into bad habits and then the medica¬ 
tion’s not giving you the full ben¬ 
efit ” 

Providing the initial required 
information takes less than 15 min¬ 
utes The resulting compilation gives 
the pharmacist effective tools and 
information to aid in patient health 
care Knowing what over-the-coun¬ 
ter products individuals use and what 
lifestyle choices are being made-

The consulting room recently 
completed at the rear of Didsbury 
Drugs is a sign of the times At least 
one literally healthier repercussion

“If you’re feeling better, instead 
of feeling miserable a great deal of

“It’s really awkward to discuss 
something as private and personal 
as health out in the middle of aisle 
number six It’s hard for a person to 
open up and tell us what we need to 
know when a person might walk up 


behind them It’s not always that it’s 
something they don’t want anyone 
else to know, it’s more that your 
health is a very personal thing- not 
everyone needs to know you have 
high blood pressure It just gives a 
person a chance to sit down one on 
one I also try to schedule an actual 
appointment, to avoid interruptions 
The biggest thing for people to real¬ 
ize is that the more knowledge they 
have, the better their quality of life 
will be ”

Local runner gets full 
scholarship

One of Cremona’s star track and 
field participants will be heading to 
Missouri later this month under a 
full scholarship to attend univer¬ 
sity 

Janelle Quigley, who has shined 
in the provincial and national track 
fields in the 400, 800 and 1500 m 
races, was the recipient of a “full 
ride” scholarship which will pay 
for her tuition, books and room and 
board at South East Missouri State 
University for the next year 

The university, located in Cape 
Girardeau, Missouri, cost $11,000 
per year just for tuition. 

Quigley said the Missouri school 
was just one of several U S. post¬ 
secondary institutions which of¬ 
fered her a full deal in exchange for 
her talents on the track field 

“1 was scouted by an agent from 
Calgary at provincials two years 
ago,” she said. “Since then they 
have worked for me and made an 
athletic and academic profile which 
they sent to all the universities in 
the U S. 1 got offers from 50.” 

After travelling to a couple to 
check out their facilities, Quigley 
said she decided to go with 
S.E.M.S.U. because it was small 
and because she believed the track 
coach had a lot to offer 

“I didn’t want to be just another 


runner like I would be on a bigger 
team In Missouri, they say I have 
the best times,” she said. “Also, I 
really like the coach who used to be 
an Olympic coach I think it is a 
really good opportunity to see how 
far I can push myself. ’ ’ 

Quigley, who has lived in Water 
Valley for 12 years with her par¬ 
ents, older sister and two younger 
brothers, first started in track in 
grade 8 with Cremona School She 
credits the coaching staff at Cre¬ 
mona School with her success in 
the sport In grade 10, Quigley 
managed to make it to provincial 
competition where she captured a 
gold in the 800m and bronze in the 
400m. In grade 11, she won another 
gold in the provincials for the 800m 
and this year, she captured double 
gold in the 800 and 1500m races. 
She also was invited to compete a 
nationals where she placed second 
in the 800m 

One of her proudest accomplish¬ 
ments came this year when she tried 
out for and was granted a place on 
the Canadian Western Summer 
Games team Quigley said she was 
honored to be chosen for the team 
even though her university com¬ 
mitments will not allow her to com¬ 
pete. 

At university, Quigley said she 


intends to study physical education 
with the hopes of also getting into 
coaching at a university level 



“It is going to be hard leaving 
home, ’ ’ she said ‘ ‘ I could have gone 
to the University of Calgary very 
easily, but the most Canadian uni¬ 
versities have to offer for scholar¬ 
ships is $1000 U S universities 
seem to take track far more seri¬ 
ously It is also a good opportunity 
to see how far 1 can push myself, 
how far I really can go Also, I’ve 
been in Cremona all my life. This is 
a chance to do some serious train¬ 
ing and travelling and to meet new 
people. ’ ’

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Rookie Pomeranz leads the way

Despite a late start in profes¬ 
sional rodeo, 31-year-old Reg 
Pomeranz of Drayton Valley, AB 
has had no trouble making a name 
for himself After a hectic week of 
rodeo action, Pomeranz came away 
with almost $2,600 and a spot at the 
top of the Canadian rookie 
standings Pomeranz took first in 
the steer wrestling at the Shaunavon 
Rodeo, July 17-18 and second at the 
Estevan International Pro Rodeo, 
July 18-20 He now sits as the third 
ranked bulldogger in Canada 

Pomeranz made his first visit to 
the infield at the age of 17 in the 
bareback event. He soon abandoned 
that in favor of calf roping and even¬ 
tually added steer wrestling to his 
~* resume He was the Lakeland Ro¬ 
deo Association champion in that 
event in 1994 and moved on to pro 
rodeos this year Since his profes¬ 
sional debut, he has consistently 
challenged the veterans and re¬ 
mained at or near the top of the 
rookie rankings 

In Shaunavon, SK, four saddle 
bronc riders had 79-point rides. 
Hardisty, AB's David Gibson, on 
Bar R Rodeo's Lucas, Rod Warren, 
of Valleyview, AB, on Red Wran¬ 
gler and Alix, AB's Guy Shapka and 
Christopher Bews, of Longview, 
AB, both on Lone Tree, split first 
place for $575 each In the bare- 
back, Turner Valley, AB's Travis 
Whiteside rode Buck for first place 
with 78 points and High River, AB's 
number-one ranked Quentin Lowry 
had an 80-pomt ride on Copenha¬ 
gen Ringrust to take first in the bull 
riding 

Clark Hughson, of Foremost, 
AB, won $960 for coming out on 
top in the calf roping and the na¬ 
tion's second ranked ladies barrel 
racer, Nanton, AB's Leslie 
Schlosser, came first in the barrels 
for $547. 

Hughson was again tops in 
Estevan, SK, where a time of 8 8 
seconds gave him a tenth of a sec¬ 
ond edge on Madden, AB's Tim 
Williamson Shapka and Warren 
tied for first in the saddle bronc with 
80-point rides on Big Stone Ro¬ 
deo's Vampire and Sundown Co¬ 
penhagen and Chris Self of Rainier, 
AB took first in the bull riding with 
an 80-point performance on Helter 
Skelter. Okotoks, AB cowboy 
Darrell Cholach followed up his 
$50,000 Calgary Stampede ride with 
a first place, 80-point finish on Socks 
Skoal Bandit, which earned him 
$842 In the barrel racing, Amic 
Stone, of Madden, AB topped a 
field of heavy competition, includ¬ 
ing Schcrger and Schlosser 

It was also a strong weekend for 
a couple of rodeo's young guns on 
the July 22nd weekend, with 21- 
year-old B J Zieffle and 23-year- 
old Jason DelGuercio hitting the 
top of the list four times between 
them 

Two-event cowboy ZiefTle, of 
Consort, AB, led the wavT with a 
three-way tie for first in the calf 
roping with Mervin Hofer and Clark 
Hughson at the Manitoba Stampede 
in Morris, a share of fifth in the steer 


wrestling at the same rodeo and a 
solo win at Big Muddy Stampede in 
Bengough, SK That all added up to 
about $4,000 in the winnings for the 
1994 roping and wrestling CFR- 
qualificr, moved him into the top 
ten in the Canadian calf roping 
standings and squeaking him into 
the top twenty in the steer wrestling. 

The 1992 CPRA Rookie of the 
Year is in good position to make a 
run at the CFR in both events for the 
second year running, after steady 
performances throughout the year, 
starting with money at Regina, 
Camrose, Rodeo Royal and 
Lethbridge and rounding those off 
at Marwayne, Brandon, Innisfail, 
Meadow Lake, Benalto and Cereal 
All those placings add up to a third- 
place ranking for the Canadian High 
Point Award, behind only the Cal¬ 
gary Stampede average winner, Lee 
Graves of Williams Lake, BC and 
multiple CFR-qualifier Greg 
Cassidy of Donalda, AB 

DelGuercio, who made it to the 
Canadian Finals in his first year as a 
professional in 1994, also had an 
outstanding weekend, winning the 
bareback at both the Moose Moun¬ 
tain Rodeo in Kennedy, SK and at 


Bengough The Strathmore, AB 
cowboy rode Big Stone Rodeo's 
Socks Skoal Bandit for 80 points 
and $764 at Kennedy and Bar T 
Rodeo's Too High for 82 points and 
$431 at Bengough The 1992 Cana¬ 
dian novice bareback champion and 
1994 Rookie of the Year is fighting 
for a spot at his second CFR, sitting 
just outside the top ten after his big 
weekend in Saskatchewan 

The only other bareback winner 
over the eastern swing weekend was 
Wyoming’s Larry Sandvick who 
cashed in for $1,997 after a 80- 
point ride on Bruce Flewelling's 
Canary at Morris 

Other strong performers over the 
weekend included calf roper Darren 
Shaw of Cardston, AB who won his 
event at Bengough in 8 1 seconds 
for $666 and came fourth at Morris 
for another $1,197. Medicine Hat, 
AB's Travis Houff took home the 
biggest paycheque from Kennedy - 
$ 1,098 - for his calf roping win in 
8 3 seconds 

Another cowboy who was in the 
money twice was bull rider Chris 
Self of Rainier, AB who shared a 
win with Medicine Hat, AB's Billy
